Tho Moneli Election. 

At tho nomination of Mr. Edgar and 
Mr. McCallom for tho ruiresentation of 
I.lonck, a few days ago, Mr. W. Mac- 
Dougal, (Tory) spolto of tho Esquimnit- 
Nanoimo Railway in tho following terms: 

He referred to the Esquimalt and Na- 
naimo railway, as an illustration of tho 
Utter lack of statesmanship in tho leaders, 
and tho total absonco of principle in both 
loadors and followers. Ho pointed out 
that tho proposal to throw away two mil- 
lions of dollars in British Columbia to 
rectify tho blunders of Mr. Mackenzie 
and his umbaGsadur, Edgar, in tho matter 
of tho Pacific railway, was bo outrageous, 
and tho mode of doing it so shameless u 
violation of ono of tho great principles 
coutonded for by tho "Reformers," that 
ovon tho compliant Mr. Blake, and sev- 
ural others, including honest Joe Rymal, 
refused to voto for it, and fortunately for 
tho country, the Senate— that body re- 
oontly assa'iled by Mr. Mills for its want 
of indopondonco— throw out tho nefarious 
Railwny Bill and saved tho pooplo for a 
year at loast tho expenditure of two mil- 
lions of money. 

Mr. Edgar replied as follows: 

Ho aflirmed that the harbour of Esqui- 
mau was tho only good ocean harbour in 
British Columbia, and in fact it was tho 
best harbour on tho Pacific coast. It was 
coutonded that tho points, Esquimalt and 
Nauaimo, woro infinitely better than any 
others for tho location of tho railway; 
that such a railway was necossary. At- 
tention was drawn to tho fact that Sir 
John Macdonald had fixed upon Esqui- 
malt as tho terminus of tho Piicifio road. 
If tho trade of China and Japan were 
ovor to come to Canada, it would havo to 
como through Esquimalt. Besides this 
thero was a largo local traffio in coal, 
which alone would make the road pay. 
Ho commended tho policy of tho present 
Government to "hasten slowly" in tho 
construction of tho Pacific railway. Mr. 
Edgar defended his mission to British 
Columbia by saying that through his ef- 
forts public feeling there had been entire- 
ly revolutionized, and tho Government 
woro mado open to modified terms. 

Lake School. — "A Resident" sends us 
tho following: — "Tho somi annual exami- 
nation of the pupils of Lako Diptrict 
School was held pursuant to announce- 
ment on Wednesday tho 30th Juno, com- 
mencing at ono o'clock, r. m. At the ap- 
pointed hour tho teacher and pupils wero 
met by n comparatively large number of 
tho parents and residents of tho District. 
Tho pupils were examined in the various 
subjocts taught during tho preceding 
term, as minutely as tho limited time 
would admit, and they displayed such a 
degree of proficiency, accuracy and pro- 
gross as to meet with the approbation of 
all present, reflect credit upon themselves 
and demonstrate that the instructions 
given and pains taken by our present 
teacher ( Mr. Irwin) aronot in vain. After 
tho exorcises of the afternoon had been 
completed, the trustees present expressed 
their opinions, in very complimentary 
terms, of the teacher, the progress, man- 
agement, ifec, of the school, and tho 
unanimity and general satisfaction which 
prevail in our too often (in school matters) 
disunited District. Theso sentiments 
wero concurred in by all prosent. The 
school was then formally closed for tho 
summer holidays, and all dispersed high- 
ly pleased to their respectivo homes. 

Sooth Saanich School. — Tho half- 
yearly examination of this school took 
place on Wednesday, 30th June. Dr. 
Tolmio, tho Trustees," a number of par- 
ents and guardians, and others interested 
in tho cause of education were present, 
and 36 children, all looking gay and hap- 
py. Tho pupils in tho different classes 
acquitted themselves very creditably in- 
deed and all present seemed well pleased 
with tho order and progress of the school. 
At tho close about S20 worth of prizes 
were awarded by tho trustees, consisting 
of a very nice selection of books, &o., and 
after a vote of thanks to tho teachers the 
Bchool was dismissed for tho midsummer 
holidays. 

Human Science. — A course of lectures 
will ba commenced in Alhambro Hall on 
Monday, July 5th, at 8 o'clock p. m., by 
Prof. R. D. Kennedy, a practical phren- 
ologist of over 26 yoars experience as an 
examinor. Tho lectures will bo moral 
ami devoted to the improvement of the 
Human Race. Everyone was invited to 
attend. There will be no charge at the 
door. A voluntary collection will bo 
taken up to meet expenses. Prof. Ken- 
nedy, Rooms No. 10, Driitrtl House, 
where ho will rooeivo visitors nnd make 
private examinations. Prioo 82 lor a des- 
criptive chart, SI without. Prof Ken- 
nedy comes woll recommended by tho 
California and Oregon press, nnd is said 
to havo no superior as an examiner. * 

Tun Great Fibe at Launceston.— By 
this mail we learn that the largo lire at 
Launceston (Cornwall) England , of 
which we had telegraphic advice, broke 
out in the extensive forago and grocer's 
warehouse of Mr. Alfred Lyne. These 
buildings with their valuable contents 
wero entirely destroyed, and at one time 
it was feared the wholo town would be 
burned. Mr. Lyne was a resident of 
Victoria for many years, having been a 
valued attache of The Colonist for a long 
lime.

Money 
is to bo recounted beforo it is transferred 
to tho new treasurer. Tho friends of 
Gon. Spinner took leave of him this 
morning. Tho bond of Mr. Now is for 
81,500,000. The debt statement issued 
to-day shows a reduction during June of 
81,431,240. 



Europe. 

Duulin, Juno 20— A most enthusiastic 
reception was givon tho American team 
on their return from Dolly Mount to this 
city this evening. A grand ban- 
quet in tl • ir honor is given to night by 
tlio Lord Mayor of Dublin at tho Mansion 
Houso. The Irish rillemen admitted tho 
superiority of tho Americans throughout 
the match, and acknowledge that their vic- 
tory was fairly won. Luncheon was tak- 
en in chagrin and outspoken dissatisfac- 
tion and -symptoms of disorganization 
were manifested. The crowd which had 
manifested intenso anxiety as to tho re- 
sult, had now grown to about 30,000. 
Every Irish bullaeye was checked. A dis- 
turbance is becoming eminent und tho 
police are poworlo.su; the disorder can 
hardly bo exaggerated. A delay of 35 
minutes resulted when partial order was re 
stored. At tho 1,000 yards range tho Irish 
wero dejectod and nervous, and shot wild- 
ly ; a succession of shots proved moro- 
ly random. Milnor missed his third shot, 
the crowd growling vociferously. When 
be missed tho ninth the uproar on tho 
Irish sido of tho grounds was tremendous. 
Tho eleventh shot ho missed also, pro 
ducing consternation. Everybody seem- 
ed to be iu bad temper. Fulton inisBed 
the target through tho disordor. Bodin 
quickly takos his position for the last 
shot, the crack of his riflo is heard, and 
his bullet hits tho bullseyo. Tremendous 
cheers are givon for tho Americans by 
the crowd an masse. All of tho Irish team 
blaiuo something on eaoh other and the 
wholo population is positively fierce with 
them. Tho Americans were extremely 
popular beforo tho contest and aro mnch 
more so now, and thoir calmness,niodesty 
and Bolfreliance are everything. Tho 
popular talk to night is that England is 
right in not allowing the Irish to carry- 
arms since they can make such poor use 
of them. 

Paris, Juuo 30. — Tho damage dono to 
proporty by the inundation in tho cities 
of Toulouseand Ager nlono exceeds four 
millions. 

London, Juno 30. — Mr. Gladstone has 
an article iu tho Contemporary Review,"la 
the Church of England worth preserv- 
ing?" After a summury of tho arguments 
on both sides he answers tho question 
strongly in tho affirmative. Ho reviews 
the divisions which havo taken place in 
tho Church and tho attempts made to 
maintain conformity by penal process. 
Ho declares tho enforcement of arbitrary 
rules fatal to tho Church.

DELAYED DESPATCHES. 

Canada- 

Montreal, June 29.— An notion has 
been instituted by Rov. Gavinlong to re- 
strain tho managers of tho temporalities 
of tho Presbyterian Church of Scotland 
from dispossessing themselves of funds 
of upwards of 8558,000 otherwise than for 
the benefit of those who maintain thoir 
connection with tho Church of Scotland. 
A similar action has boon begun by Rev. 
Simpson, restraining tho managers of the 
widows aud orphans' fund, amounting to 
873,000. 

Europe. 

London. June 29.— Tho court of inqui- 
ry appointed to investigate tho loss of 
tho steamer Souiller havo made their re- 
port. They statu that tho shoot copies of 
tho directions for approaching the Eng- 
lish coast, and of instructions issuod by 
the Eaglo Company, were onboard, and 
both warn navigators of tho northerly 
QUrrent near the Soillys, and adviso tho 
use of tho lead in thick weather. In tho 



opinion of tho court tho solo oause of tl o 
calamity was the entire neglect of th s 
precaution. Had tho lead been used at 8 
or ovon 9 o'clock on the night of tho dis- 
aster, before the steamer's course had 
been altered, tho orror would havo been 
discovered. 

London, Juno 29. — A dispatch from 
Buda, Pesth, to tho Standard, says a fur- 
ious thunder storm passed over thero to- 
day. Tho lightning was incessant, and 
hail foil in such quantities that tho roofs 
of houses und surrounding hills were 
covored two font thick. The water fall 
was extraordinary. A torrent swept the 
streets of Buda, carrying vehicles and 
everything moveable down. Manyhousos 
wero suddenly Hooded and destroyed bo- 
fore the inmates could escapo. Five hun- 
dred persons are missing, and at least 
100 drowned or killed by falling walls. 
All railways are stopped" 

A dispatch from Aden announces that 
tho American consul diod on tho 12th 
inst. 

Dublin, Juno 23.— At the roviewof the 
troops at Currah Camp to day, 8,000 sol- 
diers with 30 pieces of artillery took part 
in tho manoeuvres. Among the onu k 
regiments were the Gerlances, tho Eunb- 
killens, tho Ninety-first Highlanders and 
tho Third Dragoon Guards. Tho fight 
lasted two hours. In tho ro^iow which 
followed tho infantry marched past to the 
tuno of "Yankee Doodle." The Ameri- 
can riflo team wero present. Tho weather 
was fine and the spectacle was attended 
by a crowd of about 50.000 people. 

London, June 28.— E lmoud Jones & 
Co., East India merchants and agents of 
I the Burmese Government, have failed. 
Liabilities estimated at £750,000. 

Eastern States. 

New York, Juno 29.— Tho Beeoher 
Tilton jury havo not yet agreed. This 
morning they sent for tho testimony of 
Beeoher and Moulton, and it was furnish- J 
od.

Presbyterian Uniou. 



Montreal, June 15. — Tho several 
Synods of the Presbyterian Churcb, 
which bavo beon in session during the 
past week, proceeded at 11 o'clock this 
morning from the ^hurqbes in which 
they had beon accustomed to moot to 
the Victoria Skating Eink building, 
headed by their respectivo Moderators 
aud Clerks; the members of the Church 
of Scotland Synod for tho Provinces 
of Ontario and Quebec entering the 
building first in order, and the mem- 
bers of the Canada Presbyterian 
Church Synod for these Provinces en- 
tering last. Soveral thousand clergy- 
men, elders, and spectators were pre- 
sent on this eventful occasion in the 
history of tho Presbyterian Church of 
this Dominion 

After the articles of agreements be- 
tween tho different Synods had been 
signed, 

Rev. Mr. McGregor stated, 

'•The Moderators of the Presbyteri- 
an Church in connection with the 
Church of Scotland and of tho Canada 
Presbyterian Church for the Provin- 
ces of Ontario and Quebec, of tho Can- 
ada Presbyterian Chinch of the Lower 
Provinces of British North America, 
and of the Synod of the Maritime Pro- 
vinces iu connection with the Cimrch 
of Scotland, having signed tho terms 
of Union in the names of their respec- 
tive Churches, I declare that these 
Churches are now united." (Loud 
applause. ) 

Tho ministers and elders having 
risen, applauding, he added, 

"And do form one Church to be 
designated and known as the Presby- 
terian Church of Canada." (Renewed 
applause.) "The Moderators," he 
continued, "will now join in mutual 
congratulation followed by all present, 
and while joining hand to hand to 
hand we will unite in singing the 133rd 
Psalm." 

The psalm being sung, Mr. Mc- 
Gregor offered a suitable prayer, and 
the rolls of the several Synods were 
called. 

The General Assembly of the Pres- 
byterian Church in Canada being con- 
stituted , 

Rev. Dr. Taylor, of Erskin, church, 
on tho ground of great services render- 
in Scotland and in Canada for the 
cause of Union, as well as for personal 
merits, moved that Rev. Dr. t ook, of 
Quebec, be appointed Moderator, and 
tho motion was carried. 

Rev. Dr. Cook, having taken the 
central chair, delivered an excellent 
address, repeate lly interrupted by 
general plaudits, in which he indicat- 
ed a far wider union limn a union 
simply among Presbyterian Churches, 
and stated that there was no single 
Christian organization, from thu 
Church of Romo downwards to the 
last form or gathering of tho Plymouth 
Brethren, from which some good les- 
son might not bo learned, Oi which it 
might not bo advantageous to add to 
their Union. (Applause.) 

Tho Moderator appointed a com- 
mitteo, composed of tlio Moderators 
and clerks of tho lato Synods, and 
others, to prepare business for to-mor- 
row morning, and tho Assembly ad- 
journed until to-morrow morning, to 
meet in Erakine church at eleven o'- 
clock.
